housed. 

Well, Mr. Lie, that's life In America today, 
nie housing of thousands in Imperfect at 
present and Indefinite in the fuluro. Many 
whoso business takes them to New York and 
other cities can't (-et an allotment of one 
hotel room, not even a poor or too-expensivo 
or doub!ed-up room, after any amount of 
negotiation. Their business Isn't as Important 
as yours, but. since It'.s their living. It seems 
Important to them. 

The U. N. representatives have Inherited a 
world that la restless, uncomfortable and dls- 
ordSl-Iy, It L'i too bad that, In their dally life, 
they must partake of some 6f those condi- 
tions even as they strive to remedy them. But 
at least .lome of them can live, In places like 
the Waldorf-Astoria. All of them can e.-it 
bountifully. Their discomfort might be the 
envy ot a lot of Americans, and undoubtedly 
it fs a dream of heaven to some of the less 
fortunate countrymen of delegates from 
other lands. 

It Is .^af e to assume that most Ne^ Yorkers 
wish that the delegates' accommodations 
could be more on a.par with thejjl(mlty of 
theli* work. But since that can't be arranged 
without a great deal of unfa!rnes£. it hardly 
fieems appropriate for the TJ. N. people to as- 
sume the role of the man who came to dinner. 

America Is glad to have them here, and will 
make them as comfortable as It can as soon 
■as It can. Meanwhile, since they're going to 
stay, they might as well move right in and act 
like one of the family.
